Nebraska.

To begin at the beginning a Sons o}
Veterans camp was mustered in a
Red Cloud, Nebraska, June 6th, 1801,
After the camp was in good ruaning
order it was suggested by someone
that we organize a Sons of Veterans
band. Mr. Osear Patmor took the
matter in haod and did his best to or-
ganize a band, but both his first and
second attempts were unsuccessful, as
no one could be found competent to
lead a band. But having been at
considerable expense and loss of time
he did not like to give it up. So an-
other attempt was made which, so far,
has been a grand success, The ser-
vices of Prof. Geo. E. Hendrick were
procured and oun the 13th day of May,
1892, the boys met and elected officers
as follows:

Prof. Geo. Hendrick, leader; Osoar
Patmor, president; John Dickerson,
vieo presideat; Henry Clark, secre-
tary; Wm. West, treasurer; Oscar
Patmor and John Dickerson, business
managers: Wm. Ta'leys, Wm. West
and Harry Miller, board of trustecs.
After the clection of officers Prof.
Hendrick assigaed the parts as fol-
fows:

Geo. Hendrick, K flat cornet; I, J.
Clark, Ist B flat cornet; O. . Bell,
solo I flat cornet; Harry Miller, solo
alto; Irviag Cummings, 1st alto, Wm.
Tualleys, 2d alto; John Diekerson, 1st
tenor; Chas, Guilford, 2d tenor; Wm.
West, baritone; Oscar Patmor, tuba;
Walter Warren, B bass; Samuel Mil-
ler, snare drum; John Patmor, bass
drum. Assoon as it was evident
that a band had been organized, the
ladies of the city wanted to do some-
thing to help them along. Asno uni
forms bhad been purchased, and so
far nothing to purchase them with,
the ladies thought it would be & good
plan to try and uniform the band.
They gave a publie dinner and supper
the proceeds to be used for the pur-
chase of uniforms for the band.
This dinner and supper nectted #80
which was promptly turned over to
the band. This amount with what
the band had on hand, purchased
very neat uniforms, This wes
done in less than & month after
the band was organized. The kind.
ness of the ladies will always be re-
membered by the band boys,

When the band was first organized

there were but one or two that had
ever played on a brass instrument and
it was less than two months from the
time that we organized until the 4th
of July, still we offered our services
to Campbell, Nebraska, for $30 which
was accepted, There were two other
bands that had offered their services
for the same price, and with less than
two months practice we were selected
to furnish musio for them on the 4th
of July. After cur return from
Campbell, it was necessary for the
band to give entertainments of differ-
ent kinds to defray expenses for the
coming year. The first of apy 1m-
portance was a dance given on the
15th of July, shortly after our en-
gogement at Campbell.  This was
during the teachers’ institute and it
is necdless to say was well attended,
and was a financinl success for the
band. Our next engagement was at
the reunion at Superior, Nebraska,
August 22d to 28th, It was freely
remarked that the Sons of Vetcrans
band of Red Cloud, was the best band
on the grounds out of the five that
were present. OUn November 241,
the baud boys gave a dance that will
long be remembered by all who werce
present, It was one of the most sue-
cessful balls, both socially and finan-
cially, ever given in the city, Th's
being campaign year, the band had
pumerous engagements not mentioned
in this short history, The band gave
several sociala and such lighter enter-
taloments until March 17th, 1893,
when another grand ball was given,
This bal', though not as big a success
financially as the others, did eredit to
those who had it in charge, Adrama
was given on March 231, by the band
entitled “Nevada, or the Lost Mine,"

On the 13th of May, 1803, election of
officers again took place with nearly
the same results as before,
Patmor, president; John Dickerson, |
vice president; Henry Clark, secre.
tary; O, C. Dell, treasurer; O, C. Bell,
general business manager, Oscar I'at-
mor, John Dickerson, Wm. Weat and
Walter Warren, board eof trustees,
During the latter part of May, some
change was made in the band. Mr.
Cummings resigning on account of
hig health, Mr, Dickerson was changed
from 1st tenor to 1st alto, Mr. W
Eagleburger joined the band on May
30th, and wae given 2d B flat cornet.
Mr. V. B. Fulton also joined about
this time and was given solo alto, Mr,
Harry Miller being ehanged from solo
alto to E flat cornet. The next en-
gagement away from home was At
Republican City, Nebraska, at the 2d
annual pienie of the A. O. U, W. At
a mecting of the Division Council of
the Bons of Veterans of Nebraska,
held Feb., 4th, they voted the 8. of V,
Band of Red Cloud, as the official
band for the State Sony of Veterans
encampment held at West Point,
Nebraska, June 12th, 1803, fo= whioh
serviees we received $100.
